An analysis of the topography of each of the most important theaters of war, to- 
gether with a summary of the principal campaigns, pointing out how military operations 
have been influenced by the surface features of the country. 

The underlying geographic reasons for the routes of invasion selected by the Ger- 
man armies of the West, for the violation of Belgian neutrality and for the failure of the 
German efforts before Nancy and Verdun, are made clear. 

The remarkable skill of the Russian army in utilizing river and marsh barriers dur- 
ing their great retreat in 1915, the military obstructions retarding the Italian advance 
and the geographical key to the Allied failures in the Balkans and in Roumania, are 
among other topics discussed at length. 

The book aims to give to the reader a clear comprehension of the most important 
events in the War to date, and to prepare him for a fuller understanding of future 
campaigns.
